THE FIELD TRIALS AT MEMPHIS. 

The first public Held trial of dogs in America is to take place under 
the auspices of the Tennessee State Sportsmen’s Association, near 
Memphis, October 7th and 8th, and will, we trust, prove the attraction 
of the year among the sportsmen of tiie country. 

That they will prove a success we cannot doubt, as the committee 
in charge are gentlemen who fully understand the subject, and who 
have had the experience necessary to successfully carry out the pro¬ 
gramme. A large number of entries have been made, and everything 
points to a brilliant meeting of the gentlemen of the country at Mem¬ 
phis next month. 

We cannot too highly commend the Tennessee Association for their 
action in thus bringing to the front so important a matter to the 
sportsmen of the country, as the proper breeding and training of our 
setters and pointers. While it seems to be the proper thing, in the 
estimation of the managers of many of our State Associations, to ar¬ 
range for a grand pigeon shooting tournament, to come off in connec¬ 
tion with the anuual convention of the Association, it occurs to us 
that the three or four days tints devoted to trap shooting, would he 
much more profitably spent in examining and testing the merits of 
our dogs, and in a closer study of our laws and the best method of 
uniting the farmers and sportsmen in their rigid enforcement. 

But these, we must admit, are Tadieal views, and, while they will 
undoubtedly meet the hearty concurrence of the honorable, old-fogy 
gentlemen of the day, the majority will insist on t'lie time honored H 
and T method of disposing of the surplus pigeons. 

We are glad, however, that the Tennessee State Association has 
started right in this matter, and we shall expect our Bluff City boys 
to insist on their published programme being fully carried out. 

Don’t allow the pigeon shooting to overshadow the bench show and 
field trials, which are in every way far more worthy the attention of 
gentlemen sportsmen. 

OUR TITLE HEAD. 

Our readers have doubtless noticed an improvement in the appear¬ 
ance of our first page, and the picture is so suggestive that little re¬ 
mains to be said concerning it. The central scene is one witli which 
every western sportsman is familiar—Pinnated Grouse shooting. 
That the scene is true to the life every sportsman who has ever shot 
over a western stubble, can testify. The scene on the right needs 
little description as it speaks for itself. We have all enjoyed the sport 
in just such a picturesque spot as the one before us. The fisherman is 
playing a trout while the lady stands ready with a landing net to be 
used at the right moment.

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PROM BOSTON TO CHICAGO. 

To the Editor of the Fiei,d and Stream :—Perhaps some of your 
readers'have never beeu East, and if so, a description of some of most 
beautiful scenery to be seen on the way from Boston, Mass., to your city, 
may not come amiss. 

The scenery between Boston aud Fall River, (where the boat is taken to 
New York), is not of any particular Interest, it consists of woods, marshes, 
and swamps, with farm houses scattered here and there, and every few 
miles a town, some of them quite large and flourishing. I took passage on 
the Bristol, from Fall River to New York. She is a sister boat to the 
Providence, and is fitted up in elegant style, with a view to accommodate 
all classes of passengers in the best possible way. 

I got to New York early in the morning, aud had kil day to myself, as I 
intended taking the evening train West. A day can be speut very pleas¬ 
antly in New York, but as it would take up too much space to describe all 
the sights^ 1 will merely mentiou one or two places which are worth 
seeing. 

I visited A. T. Stewart’s retail store It is an immense building, iron 
five stories high, and employs some thousands of hands, male aud female. 

I then went to Central Park, and saw all I could in the short space of 
time allowed me. One might easily imagine himself in a dense forest in 
some parts of the Park, esyeeially in a plnce called the “Ramble," which 
is a favorite resort of that part of the human species called “Lovers," and 
a more romantic spot, for billing and cooing I cannot imagine. 

I was informed by a New Yorker that the Park Commissioners had had 
a “maze” started similar to those in the parks of some European cities. 

Another object of interest is the “Belvidere,” a tower built on one of the 
hills in the Park, from which an exteusive view of the city and the sur¬ 
rounding country can be obtained. 

Before leaving, I visited the Zoological Gardens, and considered myself 
well paid, though at present, I believe, they are rather empty. One thing 
which struck me as very amusing, was a pair of monkies in a cage. One 
of them was examining the others head and body, separating the hair, and 
looking very sharply, as lie did so. It was rather suggestive. 

Left New York that eva, at 8:30, and slept all night in my berth, as com¬ 
fortably as though I had beeu at home. Woke up in the morning, about 
two hours ride from Attona, where we stop for breakfast. After breakfast 
the train started up the mountains with three engines attached. The grade 
is about 95 feet for every mile at Altona, I think, and steeper in other 
parts of the road. 

I was in next to the last car, and had a fine chance to see. The scenery 
is grand. At one time running so close to the edge of the bonk, that look¬ 
ing from the car window, I could look down for hundreds of feet, and 
then, in a minute rushing along with solid walls of rock rising above the 
car, on each side. But the place is a part of the road near the top called 
"The Horse Shoe Curve.” While going ovar that, I looked out of the 
window, and could see one part of the train way above me, and going in 
exactly the opposite direction. 

We were running on the inside track, and looking down I could see a 
forest of tree tops below, and farther down the ground, it is a fearful place 
for an accident, but I believe there has never been one yet. After winding 
round and round the mountain, running through the same wild, beautiful 
scenery, we pasB through the “Allegheny Tunnel,” at the top of the moun¬ 
tains. It is about three quarters of a mile long, and is cut through solid 
rock. 

A sew miles from there we stop at a place called Cresson, which is a 
favorite summer resort. There is a large hotel, which with a number of 
cottages will accommodate about 2000. It is 3000 feet above the sea, and 
is much frequented by invalids. It is a beautiful place, judging from 
what little I saw and a great deal that I heard. 

After leaving Cresso B , we begin the. descent and continue descending, 
passing through beautiful scenery dotted thickly with cottages and log 
cabins, until we reach Johhstown, which is, I believe, at the foot of the 
mountains on the west side. Leaving Johnstown, we proceed. The next 
place which especially claims our attention, is the “Pack Saddle Curve," 
and it is, I think, more of a curiosity, and has at least as fine scenery as 
the Horse Shoe. At our right, about 60 or 70 feet below the track, 
runs a beautiful river, the name of which I can not recall, and on our 
left a wall of rock rises, thickly covered with shrubs, and trees. The 
curve here is nearly as great, as the famous Horse Shoe, and yet the 
train keeps on at unabated speed. The cars lean in more than ever, 
and jerk and rock as though they longed to jump the rails. From the 
car window down, you look right to the river, nothing impedes your 
view, you seem suspended over the brink of a chasm. 

Buttermilk Falls is a pretty little cascade, flowing from the woods, 
over what seems like a flight of natural steps, it is close to the track 
on the right hand side. 

Blalrsville Tunnel and Carr’s Tunnel are two short tunnels just be¬ 
fore arriving at Pittsburgh, which you do at about 1:56 p. ni., the day 
after leaving New York. 

Pittsburgh 1 am not well acquainted with. Itseerns to be very pleas¬ 
antly situated at or near the junction of the Monongahela and Alle¬ 
ghany Rivers, but if I wanted to describe it so that a stranger would 
know when he got there, I should write the word “smoke" about forty 
times, for the smoke there is about forty times dirtier than anywhere 


else, aud there is at least forty times as much of it. However, Pitts¬ 
burgh has some line buildings, especially on 5th Avenue, where are the 
Post Office, General Ticket Olnces, Banks, Ac. The streets there 
seem to be paved very badly. 1 noticed particularly on Liberty 
street, on which street J. H. Johnston, of “Great Western Gun Works” 
fame, has a large and fine looking building entirely devoted to his 
business. 

The suspension bridge of the Alleghany iB a fine structure 600 feet 
long, for carriage and foot passengers. There are also many very 
pretty residences both in Pittsburgh and Alleghany. 

After leaving Pittsburgh there is no such wild scenery as is seen cast 
of there. The train passes over large flat prairie lands, dotted with 
timber, and sometimes it passes through a forest. 

One tiling 1 noticed on my way to Chicago, and that was, that in 
nearly every case, where two houses were together, one of them was a 
“saloon.” 

The scenery outside of Chicago is very pretty, but not so wild and 
beautiful as among the Alleghanies; but of course every one in Chi¬ 
cago knows much more about that than I do. You may hear from me 
again, about my trip home over the Mich. Cen. and Great Western of 
Canada.

TRIALS OF A TURKEY HUNTER. 

Of all of life’s uncertainties an old wild turkey gobbler is the “ un- 
sartainist.” His voice is shrill and clear, like nothing else in the 
broad forest. It is a sound which pleases not the ear, for it has no 
melody; it touches the senses rather than the ear, and fills the soul ~ 
with a thrill of rapture that no pen cau describe, and only the true 
sportsman can feel. I said the wild turkey was uncertain. You are 
not sure of him even when you have got him. 1 remember when a 
boy, laughing at my father’s catching a wild turkey in a pen, aud, ty¬ 
ing its feet witli his handkerchief, laid it down on the ground while 
he crawled in the pen for another. He heard a flap, and. looking 
around, saw turkey and handkerchief sailing far away over the tree- 
tops. The handkerchief was found some months afterwards, a mile 
from the pen, where the turkey had pit ked it off and left it. 

I will never forget the first time I broke an old gobbler’s wing. He 
was sitting in a lofty pine, and, at the crack of my rifle, fell orashing 
through the boughs to the earth. 1 thought I had him certain. And 
when he struck the ground 1 made a grab for him, but, like Tom 
O’Shanter’s mare,or Little Bopeep, he “left his tail behind him,” and 
did some of the tallest running 1 ever saw, aud although 1 made pret¬ 
ty good time myself, he had both speed aud bottom on me, and 1 
could only console myself with the thought, “ Old fellow, you'll roost 
a little lower the remainder of your days.” Few cau appreciate tur¬ 
key hunting, as it requires the experience of years to become an adept 
in the art. If you will examine Audubon's, Wilson's, or Bonaparte’s 
Ornithology, you will tin., the wild turkey described as of the “ galli¬ 
naceous order, with conical papilla on the forehead, neck corrugated, 
beset with cavernous caruncles, frontal caruncle blue and red, aud with 
scutellate toes, scabrous above aud pupiku beneath,” Ac. Now, if you 
have never seen a wild turkey, I fear your ideas will be somewhat 
confused by this description; and if you have never seen a wild turkey 
or a hippotamus, and were to meet both in the woods, I fear you would 
take the hippotamus for the turkey, if you relied on the naturalist's 
description. I am sure 1 would. 

But the wild turkey is a beautiful bird, as different from the do¬ 
mestic turkey as the game cock and the Shanghai. lie is no relation 
whatever to the barn-yard turkey—the domestic turkey being de¬ 
scended from the turkey of Mexico, which ys an inferior breed. It re¬ 
quires more patience and skill to be a successful turkey hunter than 
any wild fowl or beast 1 know of, and 1 pride myself on my skill in 
this particular line. Having studied their habits for years, 1 have 
learned to imitate every note of the hen, but would give the best 
horse in my stable for an instrument that could exactly imitate the 
gobble and strut of the cock. Whenever 1 hear of an old gobbler, 
known to be particularly wild, 1 invariably go for him, and once spent 
a whole month after an old gobbler. The first morning 1 took a 
young friend with me, who was a novice at the business. Getting as 
near as possible without being seen, we concealed ourselves, and be¬ 
gan imitating the yelp of the hen promised. I gave my friend the 
shot. Soon we saw the patriarch of the forest approaching us; but 
my friend got nervous, and began to shako with the “buck-ague.” 
The turkey was nearly in gun-shot when he became frightened at the 
shaking of my friend, and left for tall Amber. Next, morning 1 tried 
him alone, and nearly succeeded in getting him within gun-shot, whan 
bang went a gun, off went my hat, and rattle, rattle went buck-shot 
all around me. i arose and confronted a mean-looking, coperas- 
breeched cuss, who had crawled up behind me, and seeing the top of 
my head, had fired at me for a turkey. To say that 1 was mad would 
in no way express feelings—I like to have swore.

SEABOARD GOSSIP. 

Boston, August 31st, 1874. 

To the Editor of The Field:— Sport in Boston and the vicinity 
has been plenty the past week. Regattas, Base Ball, Cricket, etc.,have 
flourished to an extent almost without a parallel. 

The races at Mystic Park open to-morrow; they are to last four days 
and the purses amount to 825,000. 

At Nantasket Beach, the summer residents have great sport. A week 
ago they had a rowing regatta among themselves, on Straits’ Pond, 
and last Saturday they indulged again, with the addition of a single 
scull race for ladies. 

In a sculling race between E. W. Seacs and James Andrus, the latter 
obtained the prize, a meerschaum pipe. 

The ladies race was over a course of about a third of a mile, with 
five entries and four starters. Prize, a pair of opera glasses, value, 
820. Misses Agar, Sears, Howes and Toiman. The latter withdrew 
soon after starting. The rest went over the course in good style, re¬ 
turning in the order named. 8150 was distributed in prizes, and every 
one had a good time. 

The second regatta of the Quincy Yacht Club, took place yesterday, 
and was a very successful affair. The first race of tliiB club came off 
on the 15th lilt., the winning boats being: First Class, Vision and 


Nettie; first and second, respectively; second class, Wlldflll and Secret; 
third, Dolly Varden and Dolphin; fourth, Hattie and Laughing Water. 

The race Saturday started at about 2 p. m., the four classes starting 
within 16 minutes of each other. 

The Nettie and Niona carried away the first and second prizes in 
the first class, respectively; in the second the Wildfire wa3 first, and 
the Vesta second.

ADVENTURE WITH A CINNAMON BEAR. 

Pueblo, Col., Aug. 29,1874. 

To the Editor of The Field: —Having observed that you pub¬ 
lished my first letter in your columns, I will now relate an adventure 
that happened to me while in Montana, among the Black Hills, four 
years ago. I had been herding for a man by the name of Emerson, for 
about three months, when an emigrant train camped close by the 
ranch. On going among them, It appeared that they were on their 
way to California, but were unable to go any further, on account of 
the death of their guide, two days before. On hearing that I was well 
posted about the dlflerent routes throughout that part of the country, 
they immediately offered me a situation as guide, which I accepted. 
One evening I was riding along, about two miles ahead of the train, 
looking up a favorable camping ground. I had just concluded that a 
large clump of trees which I was approachiug, would be a good place, 
when, of a sudden, my dog started for the trees on a gallop, barking all 
the time. I tried to call him back, but it was no use. I concluded 
that I would go and see what he was barking at, and having gone in 
a considerable distance, and found him pestering a large cinnamon 
bear, I immediately fired at his heart.

COOKING GAME. 


The cooking of game is extremely simple, as very few kinds require 
a force-meat, and the sauce is easily made. As a general thing, game 
is roasted. The longer game is kept, provided It is not stale, the bet¬ 
ter. Birds and all kinds of game are better kept in the feathers and 
skins until just before required for cooking. When the feathers slip 
off very easily the birds may be considered ripe for the spit or oven. 
Be very careful not to tear the skin while taking off the feathers. Af¬ 
ter every feather and pin feather has been removed, pass the blaze of 
a lighted white paper over the outside surface to Binsrc off the hairs.

A NEW SPORTING AND SUMMER RESORT. 




as a new and pleasant resort both for summer sojourners and sporting 
gentlemen; and now, having spent some days there since, we desire to 
sav a few words more. 

This recently-famed summer resort, opposite Tuckerton, promises 
in time to rank among the most popular places of its kind on the Jer¬ 
sey coast. More than half a century ago Long-Beach was a resort for 
Philadelphians. A solitary house, built, we believe, entirely of tim¬ 
ber taken from vessels wrecked upon the coast in that vicinity, stood 
about three miles from the present village of Beach-Haven. There 
are still a few »f our citizens living who visited this place many years 
ago either by stage, which ran from Camden to Tuckerton, or by pri¬ 
vate conveyance. About twenty years ago this primitive building 
was removed and a more spacious structure built near it. Within a 
year or two ago this house has been enlarged by Captain Bond, the 
proprietor, and is filled with guests the greater portion of the summer. 
He also owns four hundred acres adjoining land. 

Beach-Haven was started only a year ago by a party of Tuckerton 
gentlemen who purchased there about one thousand acres of land at a 
low figure, and erected the ’• Parry House,” which is capable of ac¬ 
commodating about two hundred and fifty guests. It is kept in the 
best manner Dy Mr. Engle, and the demand for rooms this season be¬ 
ing so great that all who applied could not be given sleeping-apart¬ 
ments in it. The price of board is fourteen dollars per week. No 
spirituous liquors of any kind are sold on the premises. There is also 
a smaller boarding-house, which we understand is very well-kept, and 
three or four private cottages. An uninterrupted stretch of more 
than twenty miles of smooth, gradually-sloping beach borders the sea. 
The air is much dryer than is usual at the seaside. Clams, oysters and 
fish are abundant in Tuckerton bay. In the rear of Beach-Haven, is a 
wide and extended body of water, and is an excellent place to sail and 
fish. During the present season several thousand sheepshead have 
been taken there with rod and line, and an immense number of sea- 
trout, black-fish, &e. To take these fish September is an excellent 
month. Birds are also becoming numerous, and the sportsmen can 
now find there plenty of amusement. It is contemplated to erect 
another large hotel there before next summer and also enlarge the 
Parry House. 

Excursion ticketSj good to October first, are issued from this city to 
Beach-Haven,, starting from Market street ferry. At Tuckerton a 
steamboat is in waiting which conveys passengers across the bay, some 
six miles. The Tuckerton Railroad, we learn, is doing an excellent 
business, Ihe travel over it, compared with that of last year having 
doubled. Mr. D. K. Allen, the passenger agent on that road, is a very 
energetic and efficient officer .—Germantown Telegraph.

quire very little washing - The less they are washed the better flavor 
they will be. Do not soak game in salt and water as recommended by 
some writers. They say 11 It is to take out the game flavor.” If the 
game flavor is undesirable, I doubt if soaking it in hot water will re¬ 
move it. The game flavor is what epicures like. The heads of birds, 
with the whole length of neck, should be cleaned, the eyes removed, 
etc., and skewed to the side of the wing and roasted with the game. 
It disinguishes the bird from domestic fowls. No stuffing is required, 
bometimes wild ducks may have a mild force-meat of bread crumbs 
soaked in port wine, but it is not usual in this country. Put no water 
in the pan, but baste the birds every few minutes with butter and 
gravy that runs from them. Wookcock or snipe are prepared for the 
roast without drawing or opening them in any way. The head, with 
the long bill is cleansed and fastened to the wing. The feet, of course, 
are left on. 

Bread crumbs fried to a fine brown in butter, are served with game; 
also bread sauce and jelly. The bread sauce is made as follows: Take 
a quantity of fine white bread crumbs. Pour over them an equal 
quantity of boiling new milk. Let it soak awhile, and then stir in a 
little butter and salt. If desired you may add cayenne pepper or a 
little mace. Some add a boiled onion chopped fine. It is very good 
without these additions and suit the general taste better probably. 
It should have a boil up, and be allowed to stand, where it will not 
burn, on the back of the stove till wanted for the table. Remember 
to remove the skewers and strings from the game before removing 
them to the large dish for the table. If you do it afterwards, you 
will make the dish look untidy. Small birds are very nice rubbed 
over with the white of an egg and then rolled in bread crumbs before 
roasting. Baste with butter and apply fresh bread crumbs to bare 
places till they have a uniform appearance. Some nicely toasted 
slices of bread, soaked a minute or two in the gravy from the pan, !b 
served with game, and is very much relished by some persons. Young 
partridges are very nice broiled, and served at breakfast. They are, 
however, generally roasted. 

A BEAR STORY. 

In March, 1867, 1 was camped on the southwest side of the San An¬ 
tonia River, about three miles from the Mission, with Ludovic Gabe, 
alias Bob the Fisherman, and William McGlone, alias Bill the Brewer, 
and we had in our company Bill's dog, Boston, and a good dog he was. 
We had gone to San Antonia in a cart, with mining tools and two 
month’s provisions and a tent, to try our luck at gold mining. We 
had pitched our tent near the hills, which were covered with trees and 
chemisal, and we used to get out dirt in the shallow ravines, pack it on 
a horse to the water, and rock it out. One moonlight night about ten 
o’clock, while in bed but not yet asleep, we heard a noise of some an¬ 
imal breaking through the brush, and when it got out of the brush it 
made for the tent. We knew it was a bear. When it was within a 
few yards of the tent we let the dog loose from the tent where it slept, 
but kept inside ourselves, and the dog made for the bear, taking good 
care to keep out of the range of his claws. The dog would nip the 
bear from behind, and the bear would turn and make a rush for 
the dog to get hold of him. Boston was too quick for him, and 
though the dog had a taste of bear meat, the bear had no chance of 
tasting dog meat. They were fighting for half an hour, when the 
grizzly finding lie was losing blood but drawing none from his enemy, 
retreated to the chemisal hill and abandoned the flat to the victorious 
Boston .—Monterey Herald. 

—The Germantown Telegraph says:—A party from this city who 
went down to Betterton, in Chesapeake Bay, last week,under the aus¬ 
pices of Mr. Matthew Baird, in his fine'steam yacht, played havoc 
among the white perch on that peculiar ground. The party, we hear, 
were there two days, and made an aggregate’take’ of thirteen hundred 
fish, a majority of them of large size, some reaching a pound and a 
quarter. This is regarded as the best catch for years, and the boys 
came back much elated with their achievement. The party was Mr. 
Baird’s, who provisioned his steamer in the most liberal as well as in 
the choicest manner, for which he is celebrated. 

—The reports of our salmon fisheries from all localities where full 
protection is afforded, is most gratifying, the run offish being larger 
and more abundant. Famous catches have been made in Canada, es¬ 
pecially in the rivers Restgouche and Miramichi, and on the Gaspe 
peninsula, in the York, Grand, Dartmouth, St. John, and Cascapediac 
rivers. American rods have been quite numerous at tlieirseveral pools, 
and the Canadians seem to have no feeling toward American lessees 
exoept that of good fellowship and amity. 
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TIIE BELLEVILLE PISCICULTURE ASSOCIATION. 

To Tint Editor op the Field:— 

Having of late been down in the southern part of the State to lay 
out ponds lor trout and over-see the buildings of a batching house, 
for a society at Belleville, 1 was quite surprised to And the water so 
Hue; the spring water there stands on an average of 52 degrees, which 
is eqally as cool as our water here in the northern part of the State, 
the warm part of the season, and I dud no mineral substances which 
are detrimental to the growing of speckled trout in any of the water, 
and it is probable that within a few years St. Louis can be favored 
with a mess of brook trout grown witliin a few miles, as it is well 
known that any fish loses it flavor by being carried some distance, and 
the sooner a fisli can be got on a table after it is taken from the water 
the better. While Missouri and Southern Illinois have such fine wa¬ 
ter for growing this valuable fish, I cannot see why it has been neg- 
letted so long, as no one can afford to let valuable spring wqter lay 
idle, and no one would if they realized its great value. 

In Belleville. 1 found the people very much interested in the sub¬ 
ject of fish culture, and they will send men to the legislature this fall 
who will favor an appropriation for the restocking our rivers and 
lakes witli a more valuable food fish. The fish culture association at 
Belleville, has some 30 or 40 members, and is made up of the first men 
of the town. 

Belleville is a town of about 12,000 inhabitants and has some large 
manufactories. Among them is a nail factory and an oil factory, 
where they manufacture castor oil, principally. 

People in the southern portion of the State have not suffered with 
the drought as we have here in the north, and the three days I was in 
Belleville, it rained every night and par.t of two days, which made 
the roads very muddy, the soil being clay and more sticky than our 
northern soil, and as I had to go into the country, the water being 
some seven or eight miles from town, where this association has se¬ 
lected ground and water for the Trout fishing, I had a good chance to 
judge something about the soil, as we could drive but little faster than 
a walk; but the good company, and the gentlemen of this association 
who accompanied me made the road much shorter than it would have 
been had I been alone, and the few days spent with this association 
will long be remembered by me. They, not being satisfied with do¬ 
ing everything they could to make me enjoy myself at Belleville,sent 
a delegation up with me to St. Louis, to show me around, where! re¬ 
mained from 8 a. m. to 7 p. m., visiting Shows, Botanical Garden, the 
Under-ground Railroad, and crossing the great bridge which spans the 
river at St. Louis. In all I think I neverspent a pleasanter time than 
with these gentlemen, and if the Editor of The Field should ever 
happen to fall in with this association I can assure him lie will have 
a glorious time. If this would be a proper way to express it, I say, 
“ Long life to the Belleville Pisciculture Association.

“A BORN FISHERMAN.” 

To the Editor of The Field:— In my younger days, when at 
school on tiie banks of the Dee, my principal occupation, out of school- 
hours, was fly-fishing, and sometimes, late of an evening, I used to spin 
with a minnow for the larger trout, which I could not inveigle into 
taking the fly. One half-holiday, two of the boys and myself went 
down to the river to take a bath; about a mile below the Parsonage 
where we were at school, there was a celebrated pool called Catherine 
Mings, so called from an old legend that a woman named Catherine 
was sucked under, and never seen again. We believed it to be a veri¬ 
table whirlpool, and always approached it with a certain amount of 
awe: to swim along the top or bottom of the pool we considered the 
height of courage; to cross the middle was a feat that had never been 
known to be attempted. After amusing ourselves fishing for stickle¬ 
backs, we proposed going in the pool, which was strictly forbidden by 
our master; no sooner said than done. We undressed, and paddled 
about, eacli one going a little nearer than the others, when who should 
come up but our master. Devil take the hindermost! was theory; but 
he was too close to our clothes, so we had to face the music. He 
marched us back home, and after getting a good switching, we were 
locked up in the schoolroom, and told to learn a page of Greek by heart. 
However, Eben, our master, went ofi, and we knew he would not be 
back till late, as lie had gone to see a young lady. After his departure, 
Stanley, one of the other boys, came outside the window and told me, 


(as I was the chief fisherman of the school,) of a large pike he had seen 
down the river, and which was still there. Bang! went my book to 
the other end of the room, and out I went through tiie window, seized 
my rod, and took my spinning tackle, which was unfortunately com¬ 
posed of a flight of small hooks, on double salmon gut. 1 soon caught 
some gudgeon for bait, and Stanley went with me to show the pool. 
On arriving, I saw Mr. Pike about 30 feet oft, sunning himself under a 
bush, and made three or four casts to no purpose, throwing tiie gud¬ 
geon beyond him, and spinning it right past his mouth. After trying 
till 1 was tired, I threw out and let the bait sink to the bottom, and 
then began to reel up in order to go home, when whiz! whiz! whirr! 
whirr! went my reel, nearly scaring me out of my senses, mechanically 
I struck and iiooked him.

ON NAMING DOGS. 

There are several little things in regard to sporting dogs which arc 
not generally noticed, or if noticed, are not thought of any conse¬ 
quence, while they are really of great importance. We will begin 
with the names of Pointers and Setters. Many sportsmen who ought 
to know better, give their dogs names sucli as Cato, Flora, Guido. I 
once knew a dog named Toho, and many other names with the sound 
of O either in the first or second syllable. Now, dogs manifestly go 
by the sound of the word, and not by its spelling, therefore any of 
these names must be wrong; for supposing you have to speak to him 
or call him by name when in the field, every dog you may have out 
within hearing of your voice immediately stops, or ought to do so, 
and thinking some dog has found birds looks round to see which one, 
In order to back him. After being fooled a few times in this manuer, 
they soon learn to disregard the word Ho or Toho, whichever you use, 
and if you have a friend out with a really well broken dog he will 
naturally get disgusted, and you cannot blame him when on your call¬ 
ing out Flo or Guido his dog points. One other supposed small mat¬ 
ter is the word used for the drop or charge. The word down Bhould 
never be used. The reason is palpable. Your dog may, and most 
likely will, when he sees anybody he knows, jump upon them, and the 
word down comes most naturally to their lips, and :f the word down Is 
used in training him to the drop or charge he will certainly come to 
disregard it when he finds that the drop is not enforced on the word 
down being used. Another seeming small item, but it really is not so, 
is the using by sportsmen the same whistle for two or more dogs, and 
again using any whistle that happens to be handy. Every dog should 
have his own whistle, and if you use a separate whistle invariably for 
each dog from puppyhood, each will obey his own and disregard any 
other, which is of vast Importance in the field when hunting more 
than one dog. It may be argued that if he disregards every whistle 
but his own, supposing it is lost, what then? It matters little, for 
once understanding that one whistle belongs to him he will learn a 
new one after being called a few times by it and by name, and be¬ 
sides, if you buy a whistle of any given pattern seven out of eight 
have the same sound. These may appear little tilings, but many a 
little makes a mickle.

—Our lie Roy (111.) correspondent says: “Grouse shooting has not 
been good here so far this season, on account of the dry weather— 
there is no shelter in the stubble for grouse, and they are only in the 
stubble early in the morning, and quite late in the evening. We have 
no good shootists among us, and can give you no good scores to cast 
your optic upon; however, we are soon to organize a shooting^club, 
and yon shall hear from us. Quails are plenty. There is thought to 
be five to one of last season.” 


—The St. Louis Sportsmen’s Club are pushing the transgressors hard. 
They recently caused the arrest of quite a number of parties for hav¬ 
ing game out of season, and among the number was an Alderman of 
that city! Nice fellow that! However, what better could be expect¬ 
ed, when the Governor of Missouri had the impudence to cross the line 
and violate the game laws of Kansas? “They manage these things bet¬ 
ter in France.” 

—Bogardus lias accepted Ward's recent challenge, to which he refers 
as follows : 

In the letter 1 wrote to Ward I offered to accept his challenge to 
shoot any man in Americe at 100 wild pigeons each. Instead of taking 
this in a plain, sportsmanlike manner, he now had recourse to his 
usual twaddle, about shooting at swamp blackbirds, etc. I will not, 
however,let him escape on this dodge. I will accept the match juBt as 
he proposed, and now require him to stake the forfeit (8260) in the 
Turf, Field and Farm, when I will cover it. He has made the chal¬ 
lenge and named all the condition*, referee and all; now let him make 
his words good by putting up the forfeit money. He has so often 
failed to do so when I have accepted his own propositions that I have 
no faith in his doing so now. Yet this is the best time he could pos¬ 
sibly have for a match with me, as I am out of practice, having been 
in New York for the past two months preparing my book on “Field, 
Cover and Trap Shooting” for the press. The last page is in the hanns 
of the printer, and now I am ready for Mr. Ward. 

As to what he says about the championship of America, I must re¬ 
mind him that I am the champion and have been for over three years. 
Also, that the championship matches are governed by certain fixed 
rules. They contain no fooling about wild pipeons or swamp black¬ 
birds, and neither Ward nor I has any power to alter them. But since 
the championship can not be shot for under the conditions he has 
named, I will make it up to him by an increase of stakes, and will 
shoot him for 82.000 a side. I want a plain answer—Yes or No; and 
the only way to give the former is for him to put up half his stake as 
forfeit. A. H. Bogardus. 

—Large flocks of pigeons daily fly over the city of Springfield, 
which promise rare sport for the hunters. 


—The Bluff City Shooting Club is probably the leading organization 
of the kind in the South, and we are glad to note that, while they 
enjoy life and have a good time, they do not forget, as do too many of 
our shooting clubs, that the first object of all sportsmen’s clubs is, or 
ought to be, the enforcement of the game laws. The following adver-' 
tisemeut from a Memphis paper has the ring of the true metal: 

The Bluff City Shooting Club offers a reward of 826, in addition to 
the reward offered by State penalty, for the apprehension and convicr 
tion of any person shooting, wounding, trapping, or killing game in 
violation of the game laws of the State. The game law expires on 
the second of October. 

—A recent letter to the Turf, Field and Farm thus speaks of the 
pigeon shooting matcli between Derrick and Sherwood, August 20th, 
at Analostan Island, near Washington: * 

The trappers, both of whom were interested in the result, were al¬ 
lowed to pluck the birds, to break their legs, to stick pins in them and 
to bite and otherwise maltreat them before putting them in the trap. 
This is barbarous. Inhumane and brutal, and should not be tolerated 
by either spectators or the authorities. I do not wonder when such 
practices as these are Indulged In that there should he a clamor against 
pigeon matches. It Is degrading them to a level with prize fights and 
dog fights and such other brutal amusements of low and base minds. 
A cold chill seemed to pass over the spectators at this match the mo¬ 
ment a trapper started with a bird, and remarks of disapprobation 
were frequently made, but to no effect. 

And this too, in a match where Capt. A. H. Bogardus was the ref¬ 
eree! Verily, the sport Is being degraded to the level of the cock¬ 
pit or the prize ring, when such practices are tolerated. 

—Mr. Frank Rivers, of the Congressional Globe, has imported from 
Kentucky, fifty pairs of quails and turned them lose upon his farm near 
Washington.

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THE THEATRES. 

CHICAGO. 

One word In reference to the great stress laid at present by Chicngo 
critics in reference to the mounting and dressing of plays. It may be 
noticed that M. Victor Hugo, who, it must be admitted, is a pretty good 
judge of theatrical matters, says not one word about[the mounting of this 
play, the costumes of that, or the gowns of the other. He always places 
the burden of a good representation where H belongs—on the company 
considered as a unit. He regards only and eulogizes the representation by 
the actor, the eniemble being to him as a whole indivisible, thus differing 
from some managers, who seem inclined to magnify and profit by the fact 
that, “ from a vitiated taste for splendor of decoration and magnificence 
of dress, it frequently happens that the main requisites, good pieces and 
good players, are considered as secondary matters." The cry that in this 
‘‘practical age" poetry is dead and art impossible, is contradicted by the 
experience of every season. Never were more things possible than in the 
time we live. 

The week has been a bright and brilliant one, for it baa seen five legiti¬ 
mate places of amusement open in Chicago, McVicker’s, Hooley’s, the 
Academy, the new American Museum, and Arne’s Minstrel Combination. 
The style of entertainment served has been different at all of them, and 
all have a promising field, a fair start, and no favor. The disposition of. 
press and people is to mete approval, or disapproval, to every manager in 
strict unison with merit. There is only one thing lacking, and that is a 
varieties theatre, but this !b promised as soon as Mr. Grover has matured 
his plans. . hat the season is going to be nobody can predict. There is 
one thing certain, however, it cannot conveniently be lesB profitable than the 
past season. We wish God speed to all of them, and the question of suc¬ 
cess will be answered practically in a few weeks at most. 

The great event of the week occurred on Monday night, when 
Hoolet's Theatre 

was opened with a stock company surpassing any resident in the West, 
and only equalled in New York and Boston. The play of the evening, 
"Led Astray,” made a decided hit, and Mr. Hooley has reason to congrat¬ 
ulate himself and his company. The play itself possesses little merit, but 
it was mounted with such exquisite taste and played so well that it at¬ 
tracted the attention of the audience at the outset, and held it throughout. 

A lack of space this week prevents any detailed reference to the members 
of the company, or extended criticism of the performance, but the public 
may rest assured that the promises of the management have been more i 
than fulfilled, and that a rapid succession of the best plays, by the best 1 
authors, will be presented. The theatre itself has been brightened from 1 
floor to ceiling, and is one of which Chicago may well be proud. 

The Museum. 

Mr. Placey’s American Museum, at least that portion of it devoted to } 
the drama, was dedicated in the presence of a large audience on Tuesday t 
evening. A play by Mr. Fitzgerald, of Philadelphia, entitled “Abduc- s 
tion," was the evening’s attraction, and it may be safely asserted that n 
Chicago's fifth place of amusement shows every promise of success. ( 
Since it was occupied by poor Sam Myers and his dusky troupe the house 
has received many improvements. New scenery has been painted, new 
carpets laid, and the handsomest festoon curtain ever seen in Chicago hung 
across the proscenium. We are unable to speak so favorably either of the 
play or the majority of the company. “Abduction" is not apiece worthy 
of the Museum, and should give place to some play which will allow the 
leading members of the company more scope, and prove more attractive to n 
Mr. Placey’s patrons. It is lacking both in strength and sequence, has too 
little comedy, and is altogother too melo-dramic for a cultured audience, o 
Mr. Fitzgerald has done far better in the past, and we confidently expect to 
see him give us better work in the future. It is only charitable to re¬ 
frain from criticism on the company as a whole until we are better ac- 111 
quainted with their powers, and until they have other and better material 
to work with. Miss DeBar deserves unqualified commendation. Mrs „ 
Clifton, and Messrs. Vining Bowers, Gaston and Vinson, made all they o 

S osslbly could of their parts, and promise to become standard favorites. 

f the balance of the company we prefer not to speak at present. We 
were glad to notice George Stevens as leader of the Orchestra, the music si 
he furnished was good and the orchestra promises to be one of tne features ar 
of the house. We have a "happy thought" for him, however, and he will 
be wise to think it over. He must tone down the high spirits of the gen¬ 
tlemen who play the brass instruments, and it would not be amiss if he er 
suggested to other of his assistants that joking before the foot-lights when 118 
his back is turned would be better avoided. The management have a num¬ 
ber of novelties in preparation, and promise to spare no pains to render th 
the new theatre one of the pleasantest In the city. Mi

, sufficient praise for Mr. McWade to say that he did not in the least 
-• suffer in the comparison. Indeed, it may be said that the scene was 
even more real; for he introduced a well-trained pointer dog, which 
lay down by the gun, and when the skeleton of the dog was discovered, 
in the third act, attached to the tree, which, in the sleep of twenty 
y. ear !’ h»d grown from a shrub, there was no surprise. The founda¬ 
tion had been laid for an improbable incident. Throughout the third 
act Mr. McWade was no less effective than in the previous portions of 
the drama. He was a natural old man, bewildered by the changes 
which bad occurred during his long sleep, as he bad been a natural 
young man, made improvident and reckless by his indulgence in 
liquor. His performance is one which we can recommend to the pub¬ 
lic as one in every way worthy to be seen.

TIME FOR SHOOTING WOODCOCK. 

If we could hope.to exert any influence over she shooting propen¬ 
sities of the sporting coriiniunity, we would advise them to abstain 
from hunting these birds till late in September, or rather October, 
wlien their age and increased size render them not only a savory dish 
for tlie table, but the rapidity of their flight insures them some chance 
of escape from the ever ready gun. No sportsman can take any par¬ 
ticular credit to himself for the wholesale slaughter of young cocks 
during the month of July, as at this time many of their victims can 
scarcely fly over a few yards, and might as well be knocked down with 
a long pole as tired at with a gun. However, both custom and the 
laws sanctioned the barbarous Habit of shooting tiiese birds at a much 
earlier period than October; in fact, have given license for their des¬ 
truction when only half fledged, and when perhaps, the old birds are 
still engaged in the hatching or rearing of n second brood. By the 
passage of these injudicious enactments, our State legislators actually 
adopt and encourage a certain plan to render this species of game, 
as well as of er kinds, nearly extinct throughout the country, in the 
course of a few years. All we might say upon ttiis subject would avail 
but little, without the cheerful assistance of more wise legislation. 
We therefore pass it by with these few observations to all intelligent 
and liberal sportsmen, trusting that no gentlemen who follows the 
sports of the field as a manly and noble pastime will henceforth lie so 
recreant to Jlie cause of humanity, and so blind to the high duties of 
the craft, as to he seen with a gun in his hand, at all events, ill tlie 
mouth of June, in quest of the feeble young cocks. 


At this early period ail will acknowledge that woodcocks arc under 
the parental care, and generally are too weak to raise their tender 
limbs above the tops of the lowest thickets, and not unfreqiiently they 
drop dead from mere fright on tlie discharge of tlie fowling-piece. 

Such conduct on the part of tlie shooters, who ought to know better, 
is disgraceful in the extreme; and we cannot understand what plea¬ 
sure can be derived from killing these miserable little birds one mo¬ 
ment before the time set apart for their destruction, as they are too 
small and insipid for tlie table even in July; and houornble sportsman 
should not take any pride lit doing that which they are forced to do by 
stealth, as is necessarily the case, if they go after them in tlie latter 
part of June. Every day—nay, every hour— of existence is of tlie ut¬ 
most importance to woodcocks at this period of the year: the destruc¬ 
tion of a single old one may involve tlie loss of a whole brood of young 
ones, which, if a few days older, would have been able to take care of 
themselves. We know of several sportsmen in tills city, who are In 
tlie habit of slipping off a few days before tlie close of June, to have, 
as they term it, “the first crack at the cocks," and we hope that their 
eyes may meet with these remarks, and that they may relish them in 
tlie right spirit, and mend their ways accordingly. 

The law does not sanction the shooting of these birds, in our North¬ 
ern States, before the fourtli of July; and it would have been far bet¬ 
ter if the framers of those legal enactments had prolonged tlie term 
of prohibition through the mouths of July and August. Some sports¬ 
men, in justification of their wanton amusement, will tell us, no doubt, 
that cocks are a migratory and uncertain bird, and if we do not kill 
them in the summer, we may not have the opportunity of doing it in 
the autumn, as they will abaudon their old feeding grounds for the 
Far South, or other spots equally remote. This is not tlie case, for 
woodcocks, as before mentioned, remain with us till the cold weather 
sets in, and if they were not slaughtered in such immense numbers 
during June and July, w T e should have an abundance of them In the 
months of September and October. But tlie fact is, they are nearly 
all killed during tiiese months, and the few which are left unharmed, 
have become so wild and cunning, that they ave difficult to be got at. 
We all know that it is no very unusual thing for even a tolerable shot 
to bag fifteen or twenty couples of young cocks in the course of one 
day’s shooting; and well may he do it, and make a brag of it besides, 
when he goes after birds which may be shot on their nests, or are be¬ 
ing led about by their anxious parents in quest of food. 

Tlie game laws of most of our States are a “mere bagatelle,” that no 
one regards; in other words, they are all a dead letter, as there are no 
appointed agents intrusted with tlie care of them, and there are few, if 
any persons willing to take upon themselves the trouble and responsi¬ 
bility of enforcing them, or calling wilful offenders to account for their 
many misdeeds. Hundreds of transgressors consequently escape year 
after year, unwhipped of justice, until at last they lose sight of the 
law, if there be any, entirely, and stalk boldly over the country, des¬ 
troying game in season, and out of season, just when it suits their 
fancy or inclination. Wliy do tlie inhabitants of New Jersey, Dela¬ 
ware, Pennsylvania, and other states, allow these reckless shooters, 
just letfloose from the purlieus of our cities, to overrun their grounds, 
and kill woodcocks two or three weeks before the time allowed even 
by law. Is there no one among the respectable and worthy agricul¬ 
turists of those States possessing energy or moral courage to make a 
few examples of tiiese lawless fellows who sally forth to destroy these 
noble birds for mere wanton amusements, as the most of them are un¬ 
suitable for eating, or any other good purpose, at this early season? 

Legislation most assuredly sanctions the “slaughter of cocks” at a 
sufficiently early day, and every shooter should discountenance, botli 
by precept and example, the barbarous habit of going after them one 
hour before the appointed time, as every moment of existence—both 
to tlie old and young bird, is of immediate consequence. Many old 
birds yet sitting on their nests; while hundreds of young ones are run¬ 
ning about, too feeble to take care of themselves, and consequently 
soon perish if deprived of the protection of their parents. Some of 
our farmers are fond of shooting and really enjoy the 6ports of the 


field in a fair and legitimate wayj and we are astonished that these 
do not interest themselves'so far in this matter as to have the pro¬ 
hibitory time for cock-shooting extended beyond July; for under the 
present reguiatins they can never hope to enjoy this sport, as they are 
always too much occupied during this month in housing their crops to 
think of devoting any portion of their time to cocking, and the birds 
are pretty much all killed before their leisure hours come round. 

We do not wish to stir up any unfriendly strife between the farmers 
and citizens; there is already too much jealousy existing in kindred 
subjects between them; but, at tlie same time, we do not hesitate to 
declare that we have no objection to see the former class assert their 
just rights, and maintain them in all matters of this kind, provided 
they are influenced by a proper spirit. There are, however, many 
headstrong and selfish farmers in our rural districts, who put us in 
mind of tlie far-famed fable of the “Dog in tlie Manger,” as they nei¬ 
ther have a desire or fancy to kill the game themselves, nor allow any 
one else to do it. No one, we conceive, has a better title to game 

f enerally, than the fanner, as it is on his ground that the birds are 
red and reared, and it is from the rich gleaning of his stubble-field 
that they thrive and grow up. 

We would, ttierefore, respectfully urge the farmer-sportsmen to 
have the enactment regarding cock-shooting changed; for, as it now 
reads, it is framed only for the benefit of tlie city shooters. And, when 
changed, we would also impress upon him the necessity of seeing it. 
duly enforced.— Lewis' American Sportsman.

At the signal the boats got away well together, the Atlanta on the ex¬ 
treme west, leading slightly, followed closely by the Wah-wah-sum, with 
the Argonauts in the centre, battling with the Beaverwycks, who had the 
Potomacs in their wake. After getting fairly started, the Argonautas 
spurted to 40 strokes a minute and gradually drew away from the others. 
The Buffalos rowed a very good fifth and stuck query steadily to their 
work. 

After passing the mile buoy, it was a splendid sight. Every man ap 
peared to be doing his very best, and the race looked as if it would end 
satisfactorily to all, but just before reaching the turning point, the Atlan- 
tas, Wah-wah sums, and Duquesnes, got all in a heap. The Wahs got 
clear firet, and pulled away as if nothing had happened, but the Atlantas 
came to a full stop, and soon a couple of the crew jumped out and held 
on to the bow and stern. 

During the excitement the other boats were getting around the turning 
stakes, unnoticed, and no time was taken. The Argonautas got around 
first, the Beaverwycks second, and the other crews shortly alter, with the 
exception of the Toronto crew, which was away behind. The race home 
was beautiful. The Beaverwycks put on a spurt after rounding the bouy, 
rowing 42 to the minute, passing the Bergen Point boys before the qnarter 
mile was reached, the Potomacs being a good third. This order was kept 
up until within about a quarter of a mile from the winning point, when 
the Buffalos spurted and took third place. The Argonautas tried their 
best to pick up again, but Eldred had worked his men hard at the first of 
the race, and though they had plenty of spirit left, the flesh was weak, and 
the Beaverwycks, who sold in the field, crossed the line first. 

The time was as follows: Beaverwycks, 18:34; Argonautas, 18:47%, 
Buffalos, 18:50%; Wah-wah-sums, 19:06%; Potomac, 19:15; Seawauha 
kas, 19:19%; rest not taken. 

The international regatta of 1874 ended with this race, and was, without 
doubt, the most successful ever held. 

REGATTA AT GENEVA LAKE. 

Geneva Lake stands at the head in regatta affairs. The first annual 
regatta for the Sheridan silver-cup took place on the 31st of Aug., and 
the yacht Nettie is, for the fourth time this season, the winner over 
six competitors. The cup is valued at *150, and will be sailed for each 
year on Aug. 1st, when Gen. Sheridan will always, it is expected, be 
present and enjoy the fun. He was at this race and was very much in¬ 
terested, accompanying the judges on the steam yacht Gertie. 

The course was a double triangular one, being 3 miles south from the 
Whiting House, then 2 east, then 3 miles north to point of starting 
and return, making a 10 mile course. The wind waB moderate. Judges 
were, Geo. L. Dunlap, Charles L. Wilson and N. K. Fairbank. 

The Nettie, Mr. Ruinsey, owner, went over the course in 3 h. 23 m 
45 a., and took the cup. 

The contest between the Nettie and the French, owned by Mr, 
French, was very exciting, coining in Bide and side on the first round 


amid great cheering and the screeching ot steam whistles. The Lo¬ 
tus, owned by Gen. A. C. Ducat, gave up the race on the first round, 
because, it is claimed, of having been deceived into putting on small¬ 
er sails in fear of the heavy winds said to be blowing in the narrows. 

Ducat has now challenged the owner of the Nettie to another race 
at once, and the prospects are good for more excitement g*on.

—Mystic Park, Boston. The fall meeting at this park commenced 
Sept. 1st. The first race on the card was for the 2:34 class, for a purse 
of *2,000. Cora F., Essex, Ben Smith, Arthur, Lady Woods, and 
Young Rattler were the starters. Ben Smith and Young Rattler had 
it all to themselves, Beil winning the first heat in 2:34}, and Young 
Rattler the three last, in 231}, 230 and 231}. The great event was 
the trot for the 2:24 class, for a purse of *6,000; *2,500 to the first, 
*1,200 to second, *760 to third, and *500 to the fourth, for the pools. 
Hopeful sold for *70, Bodine *65, Lula *40, and the field *16. Castle 
Boy, Susie, and George, were the fielders. Five very close and ex¬ 
citing heats were trotted before the race was decided. Bodine won 
the first, fourth and fifth; Lula the second; and Hopeful the third. 
Time, 2:22%, 2:18%, 2:23, 2:22%, and 2:22. On the 2d day, Sept. 2d, 
the 2:38 and 2:28 horses will trot. In the latter race Smuggler is en¬ 
tered and will start. Goldsmith Maid is entered In the free for all 
race, and will endeavor to beat her 2:14%. The Mystic Park track 
has been considered in the past a favorable one for fast time, and the 
Maid may again achieve over it another remarkable record. 

Goldsmith Maid.— At Mystic Park, Boston, on Sept. 2, the Maid 
again reduced her Rochester record by trotting a mile in 2:14. In the 
preliminary trial the Maid turned the track in 2:19}. On the second 
attempt, the first quarter was reached in 33} seconds, the half mile in 
136}, and the mile in 2:14. The following account of the affair wc 
clip from the special dispatches of the Chicago Time* : 

The track was made ready at the close of the first heat of the 233 
race, for the advertised attraction, and Goldsmith Maid came in front 
of the stand amid rounds of the heartiest cheers. The mare Jennie, 
driven by James Golden, was brought out to run alongside the Maid, 
and at the word they went off at an easy gate, the runner about two 
lengths to the rear. The first quarter was made by Goldsmith Maid 
in 34}, and the half in 1:10. The same easy pace was kept up to the 
mile, which was made in 2:19}. The result of this preliminary trial 
made the crowd eager for the genuine trial, and when, on the first 
word, the Maid shot from the wire as if from the mouth of a rifled 

f un, the excitement could not be repressed. The runner this time 
ept well up to the Maid, and the first quarter was reached in 33}. As 
she neared the half, the satisfaction at her splendid action found vent 
In murmurs of applause, and she sped past the half-mile pole in 136}. 
On she came, the runner close at her heels, and Budd Doble holding 
her up for the final burst. As she turned into the Btretch he called 
upon her for her best effort, and down she came, like a whirlwind, al¬ 
most too fast to be followed by the eye, and darted under the wire 
like a flash, winner in 2:14. Cheers burst forth from the thousands of 
throats, and, as the beautiful mare was walked toward the stable, she 
and her driver were the centre of a splendid ovatiou.
